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Peace  and  World  Security 

'^H  E  PRESERVATION  OF  PEACE  AND  THE 
organisation  of  world  security  depend,  in  the  first  place, 
on  destroying,  in  Germany  and  Japan,  the  possibility  of  forces 
again  arising  which  aim  to  disturb  the  peace  of  the  world. 

Germany,  now  defeated  militarily,  will  remain  a  source 
of  war  danger  unless  the  Nazi  Party  is  destroyed,  German 
armed  forces  are  disbanded  and  disarmed,  the  German  General 
Staff  is  broken  up,  its  military  equipment  is  destroyed,  all 
industry  that  can  be  used  for  military  production  is  eliminated 
or  controlled,  all  war  criminals  are  swiftly  punished,  repayment 
is  made  in  kind  for  the  destruction  wrought  by  the  Germans, 
and  all  traces  of  Nazi  organisation,  thought  and  influence,  are 
removed  from  German  life. 

Anything  less  than  this  would  endanger  the  safety  of  the 
world.  A  democratic  Germany  can  be  rebuilt  after  a  number 
of  years  ;  but  the  forces  of  democracy  within  Germany  to-day 
have  been  so  weakened  by  years  of  Nazi  persecution,  that 
they  require  all  the  assistance  and  protection  which  the  Allied 
armies  and  peoples  can  give  thefrfpnil^  occupation  of 


Germany  will  provide  this  assistance,  and  ensure  that  the  power 
of  the  industrial  and  military  class  is  broken. 

These  steps,  already  decided  on  in  relation  to  Germany, 
give  us  a  blue-print  for  the  treatment  of  Japan  after  defeat. 

Then  we  must  help  to  strengthen  democracy  in  every 
country.  This  means  supporting  the  peoples’  Governments, 
punishing  the  Fascists  and  collaborators,  and  providing  financial 
and  industrial  help  so  that  the  needs  of  the  people  can  be  met. 
India  must  be  given  its  own  National  Government,  and  other 
colonial  countries  must  be  helped  to  make  industrial,  political 
and  social  advances. 

Co-operation  to  develop  trade  instead  of  rivalry  for  markets 
is  the' way  to  lasting  peace  and  work  for  all.  Key  decisions 
on  how  to  develop  the  world’s  resources  and  exchange  its 
products  must  be  taken  out  of  the  hands  of  the  private  monopoly 
capitalists,  and  responsibility  for  them  must  be  taken  by  the 
democratic  States  acting  together,  recognising  that  their 
common  interests  lie  in  an  expansion  of  production  and  con¬ 
sumption  goods  throughout  the  world. 

Can  these  things  be  carried  out  ?  They  can,  because  in 
contrast  to  the  end  of  the  last  war,  the  conditions  actually 
exist  in  which  lasting  peace  and  security  can  be  achieved. 
The  great  majority  ,of  countries  now  recognise  that  the  future 


of  humanity  depends  on  economic  and  political  co-operation 
with  the  Socialist  Soviet  Union.  Europe,  at  the  end  of  this 
war,  has  a  majority  of  democratic  Governments  which  intend 
to  co-operate  in  every  effort  to  preserve  peace  and  root  out 
the  causes  of  war.  The  overall  picture  is  one  in  which  the 
common  people  have  a  greater  say  than  ever  before  ;  and  since 
the  common  people  are  single-minded  in  their  desire  for  peace, 
this  world-wide  change  gives  us  the  guarantee  that  all  the 
steps,  including  all  the  sound  proposals  of  the  San  Francisco 
Conference,  can,  in  fact,  be  carried  out,  provided  we  in 
Britain,  play  our  part. 

How  can  we  best  do  this  ?  By  making  sure  that  at  the 
General  Election,  we  get  a  Parliament  in  which  the  domination 
of  the  Conservative  Party  is  ended  by  a  Labour  and  Progressive 
majority.  With  a  Government  based  on  such  a  majority  the 
future  can  be  assured. 
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
